In no town of its sizo in tin; worlil 
are there moro pitfalls set to entrap 
young men than in Victoria. Barroom.s 
— at least one, and nearly always two 
on each corner. Open gambling in sa- 
looniS ttiiii . back rooms the doors of 
•which jitrmd invitingly open. Dance- 
bouses snd houses of illfamo too nu- 
meroua to mention ; Indian wantons 
who'jo every breath is laden with blood- 
poiaon plying their traffic on the pub- 
lic streets and, country roads. As the 
iBpider-'weaves its web to catch tho un- 
Iwary fly so does vice spread its' 
web to ensnare tlie promising young 
man who confident of his strength of 
mintl ventures for tho first time into 
an abode of sin. Tho end is a common 
one. Fow^ possess the.- moral, courage 
to resist the temptation. They see 
others " enjoying " themselves and 
imagine it to bo the " correct thing " to 

■ follow thoir example. Tho result in 
99 cnsos out of 100 is disea.se, disgrace, 
misery and death. Few parents ap- 
peal; to^i^uble their h$adf,as.totho places 
thoirsons visit after nightfall. There are 
a few barrooms in town whoro the 
coin tendered by a youth for a dram is 
not refused, and where the same youth 
is invited to stake money on the turn of 
a card ! There arc not many houses of this 
character in town: there are licensed 
victuallers who would retire from tlie 
business rather than sell a gla.ss of li- 
quor or permit a dollar to bo staked in 
tlieir houses. But there are some 
who not iilono allow but encourage and 
lead step by stop on tho downward 
path the misguided youths who oc- 
Gupy perhaps confidential and ro- 
speotablo positions in city establi.ih- 

.•ments. Such men never inquire where 

■ the money is obtained that they rake 
iu over their bai-s and tables. But 
they are morally, and should bo held 
legally, responsible for tho ruin and 
disgrace of the young men to whoso 

.Sivjlipa^ions they pander. How can 
the keeper of a saloon who sees a young 
man spending or losing in a week 
a larger sum than his salary 
amounts to in a month shut bis eyes 

ftp the palpable fact that tho money so 
freely dispensed must have been wrong- 
fully obtained? It becomes his duty 
under such circumstances to caution 
and advise the young man. Several 

. holders of liceiisus in the city are known 
to have remonstrated with "fast" youilis 
andllnally to have declined their custom 
altogether. They arenoble oxaujplersand 

-honorable exceptions to the dass to 
tShlcIp^'e'^noV allude. There is a law 

'on the statute-book which provides a 
severe penalty for the yjroprictor of a 
licensed house who supplies a boy un- 
der a ])rescribed ago with liquor or per- 
mits him to enter and loiter about 
the premises. Is that law ever en- 
forced 1 Is a watch kopt upon the 
class of houses wo have marked out to 
see if the law is respected i We 
fear not. It is all well enough to ap- 
point policemen for the detection of 

^ criminalbj but has not tho force a high- 

fvt and nobler duty to perform 1 "An 

'■"ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure." Should not a police force be 

. prevuiitive as well as detective 
in its operation 1 Out'ht not its mem- 
bers to admonish the youths whom they 

■ meet on the streets at unseemly hours 
^-.andicaution.tbem against the society of 
'inen' and wdmen of evil reputations, 
! and if finding remonstrance and advice 

■ lost upon them to report their conduct 
to those who have a right to know 
where and in wiiose company they pass 
their nights 1 We think the answer will 

■!be.in the affirmative from readers of 
tbis'articlc, for wc are not addres-sing 

'ioisehardened sinners nor men who 
»havV withstood the racket of 
years and come out scatheless, 
to the men of tho future— tlio gover- 
nors, the judges, the politicians, the 
professionals, the merchants, tho ine- 
chanic8''who" are to bo, that wo now 
'telkvto. - The old, men are dropping 
bffiaimost' daily. Residents who landed 
• hero wiien very young men are now 
nearing the " sere and yellow leaf " 
period. Tho places they now occupy 
must soon bo vacant, and tho youth of 
the present will become the father 
in the very near future. Shall 
"(the 'Teins of govornmont and busi- 
ness be grasped^*' by hands that 
have been unnerved by carlv ■ dis- 
sipation, or by persons without a 
shred of character to recommend them 
to public confidence? There ought to 
'be 'a united and determined effort 
put forth to save tho young men of 
tbij J?lace. . There is plenty of scope for 
tbe'E&issidtiai-y. Tho laws are excellent, 
although 'many of them have fallen in- 
to disuse. The homo-circle should be 
rendered attractive to tho young peo- 
pje^pf the family, and. their, friends. 
Employers should exercise a supervision 
over their youthful assistants. School 
teachers should impart moral as well as 
intellectual instruction, and clergymen 
should bo foremost in tho great work 
of snatching the youth of the day from 
the briuk oldestruction and fearless in 
pointing out and denouncing the snares 
that beset their paths.

St. Crispin or his knights of 'tho last 
and lapstone from the third century down 
to within 40 years since, would have no 
recognition whatever of tho modern 
method of making boots and shoos ; 
neither would the tanners who flourished 
when this century was young believe in 
the methods of to-day of making leatlior. 
Fifty or sixty years ago manufacturing 
leather was a slow process — slow, but 
certainly sure. It was a matter of years 
to got a tannery established so as to make 
a return for tjie capital invested. Then 
hides were loft in tho tan vats for many 
months, sometimes years, for Dame Na- 
ture tu transmute the raw hida iato 
marketable leather. Now a few months 
and much manipulation effect tho same 
object. It ia true that chemistry has 
found no substitute for tannic acid, but 
it has so materially aided tho tanning 
process that leather equally good and 
serviceable is i)roducod in as many months 
now as years formerlj'. Machiaei^ also 
enters. largely into tho production of this 
most useful and necessary articloi of every- 
day use. But in no branch of manufac- 
turing industry has machinery brought 
about a greater change than in that of 
boot and shoe making; nor was tho intro- 
duction of power looms driven 
by steam v roMSted inoro .. pertin- 
aciously than that of sewiiig ma- 
oliincs and all tho other machinery 
which now constituto tho working 
plant of tho modern boot and shoe fac- 
tory. Sons of St. Crispin in England 
and the States fought desperately and long 
agaiiist tlioso "newfangled ideas;" but as 
in the case of the power loent, maohinory 
won tho day and old-fashioned shoemak- 
ers had to succumb to the "now dopar- 
turo" or get out of its way. 

Less than ten years ago Mr. \V Hoa- 
thorn of this city supplied one of tho 
early survey partie.s willi a few cases of 
strong boots. From tliis small beginning 
his flourishing shoe factory has sprung. 
Year by year has witneBsed additions to 
his plant, and year by year his employos 
have increased until more than fifty 
workmen are now constantly engaged. 
Tiio upper flat of Mr. Heatliorn's waro- 
houso is a busy hive, packed full of nia- 
cliinory and t.ibles and all paraphernalia 
of a modern shoo factory. At one largo 
table stands tho cutler, carving from 
morning till night uppers of all sorts and 
sizes from the tiniest shoo of a littlo two 
year old to the number 11 of a stalwart 
miner. Four aisa wing machines for waxed 
thread and fire others for silk thread are 
almost in constant use. Riveting, crimp- 
ing, smootlung and otlior machines havo 
no lack of employment. Turning a boot 
leg inside out on an implement for that 
purpose in but the work of a moment. 
Then there are solo and heel, and stiffen- 
ing for back of Iieol cutting inaehines, ma- 
chines for punching eyelet-holes and ma- 
chines for putting them in. For tlie old- 
fashionod lapstone wo find a rolling ma- 
chine with leverage power tliat makes tlio 
leathor of .a boot solo of almost any re- 
quired compactness. Nearly every part 
of the work is performed nt tables, so 
that the unhealthy banding at tho work of 
shoe-making practised in the last genor- 
r.tion ia completoly done away with. .-Vt 
one table a number of men are fitting and 
p.isting; at another a gang are soloing; tlio 
men around a third table are riveting aw^ 
nailing, and so the work goes on, tho 
principle of division of labor being min- 
utely carried out. 

This factory m.'vkos about 70 varieties 
of boots and shoes, all strong and usofi l. 
The more fanciful descriptions of ladies' 
wear are not yet manufactured. From 
86 to 90 pairs ore turned out daily. 
These goods find their way to tho most 
remote mining camps and to almost every 
store on tho mainland and eaf»t const. 
Tho sales last year amounted to the iareo 
sum of $65,000 and 21,000 pairs of boots 
and shoes were made during the same 
period. 

THE TANNEEY 

at the foot of Rook Bay bridge 
contains the indispensable steam engine 
which is unceasingly in motion, grinding 
bark, driving machinery, pumping, etc. 
Mr. E. C. Johnson, tho aftablo and intel- 
ligent manager of this establishment, very 
kindly explained tho mulLf'arious pro- 
cesses (28 in number) through which a 
hide h.is to pass before it reaches thb 
market in tho shape of leather ; but we 
can do no more than glance at soiuo of 
them and the instrumentality through 
whicli such a transformation ia effected. 
The raw hides are first cleared of hair by 
being steeped in tho milk of lime ; they 
are then deposited in vats and covered 
with a solution of tan bark where they 
remain for sover.il months, subjected, 
liowevcr, meanwhile to several ch.anges 
and much manipulation. About ?8000 
worth of hides are constantly immersed 
in about 50 vats ; among them are from 
1100 to 1200 for sole leather .ind about 
400 sides of upper leather, besides those 
which are afterwards monufactured into 
grain, kip, wax, calf, buff and bolting. 
Much manual labor is saved by using a 
large revolving drum which was put up 
last year at a cost of about $800. The 
hides are literally churned hero in large 
numbers instead of being operated upon 
singly by the strong biceps of workm(jii. 
On the upper floor splitting and other 
m.ichincs lighten the work very mator- 
i.ally. Leather that not long ago w.io cut 
down to the proper thickness with knives, 
is now split and two hides made where 
only one was produced a few years ago. 
More th'in 200 tons of bark aro annually 
used. It costs about $9 per ton, and is 
chiefly procured from Sooke. Tho output 
of the tannpry last war waq valued at 
nowly $20 ,000.

Sir M. B. Begbie on taking liis seat 
said that there had been doubt expressed 
as to tlie constitutiohalty of tho Act of 
1878. Tho judges could not agree on that 
point; but all wore agreed that he (the 
Chief Justice) had power under form- 
er Acts to sit and try thcso cases. Tliere 
w.xs no doubt as to his jurisdiction. Since 
the moating of tho judges he had receiv- 
ed o(fici.il iiotiSct-ition thattlio commissions 
of the County Court judges had. been re- 
voked. 

Stiotz vs \y. Moore. — To recover an 
amount for goods supplied. Judgment 
for nlaintiiT. Davie it Pooloy for plain- 
tiff." 

Mallandaine w. Trounce. — To recover 
§55 for wrongful distraint of goods. 

Plaintiff found that a distress %vas put 
into his residence James Bay at tho in- 
stance of defendant for $28; a piano was 
seized; did not owe tho defendant any 
rent; had formerly occupied a house be- 
longing to him on Rao street; left it on 
tho 8th or 9th November last; paid 812i 
a month until October, 1879, tvhon rent 
was reducod to §10 at witness' request; 
defendant did not wish to alter the re- 
ceipts as he said it might lower tho value 
of house, but had accepted ?10; (two re- 
ceipts produced); after plaintiff" had left 
the premises defendant followed and seiz- 
ed a piano for alleged nonpayment of bal- 
ance of rent. 

Capt. Clarke testified as to the value of 
piano seized. 

Thos. Trounce (defendant) swore that 
the rent was 812.50 a montli; plaintiff 
held house three years; plaintitl" owed 
witness ^28 b.ilancu of running account 
to Slst October last; sent after and seized 
a \nano for balance in October, 1879; 
plaintiff said ho would not be able to p.ay 
more thaiiSlO por month for six months; 
declined to reduce rent but said if he paid 
promptly witness would consider .S2.00a 
uiuiith; he paid promptly two montlis and 
then fell oft'in jKiyments; three or four 
months elapsed before witness received 
any more money and the consideration of 
.^2.50 was not allowed in consequence; 
plaintiff owed witness in addition to 828 
for rent §10 for superintending work at 
the powdor magazine ; witno-ss offorod to 
settle tho wholo account for $15 osish, 
un offer which plaintiff declined. 

Judgment for plaintiff, $10 with costs 
of court. 

Mr. Hett for plaintiff; Mr. Pollard for 
defendant. 

J. Sohlij. R. Nightingale. — To recover 
amount duo for goods supplied. Judg- 
ment for plaintiff. Mr. Hett for plaintilf. 

J. Strachan w. G. McCondra. — Action 
on a promissory note. Judgment for 
plaintiff. Mr. A. E. B. Davio for plain- 
tiff 

A. McBroom vs. Lamont. -Mr. Walls 
appeared for plaintifl'. 

Judgment for plaintiff. 

F. Ferney rs. S. Jones. — To recover 
?16.20 for graining for B| days at Esqui- 
mau. 

Plaintiff said he gave defendant a good 
job, and worked faithfully, but lie had 
only offered him $8 and was charged 76 
cents a day for board at Jones' hotel. 

Defendant said ho engaged plaintiff to 
grain a wainscot 4 foot high in a room 14s 
l4 feet, and to grain a counter; he did not 
work one-half his time, going about town 
gossipping or hanging round tho hotel 
eating three mo.ils a day and sleeping late 
in the morning: he had tried to make a 
big job out of a small one. Asked by the 
Chief Justice wliy lie had not brought a 
skilled witness in his behalf defendent 
said the case was a "fwtey little trifle" 
and not worth troubling himself much 
about. Both plaintiff and defendant ad- 
dressed tho Court at once, their quaint 
expressions causing much laughter. 

Tho Chief Justice finally gave judgment 
for tho plaintiff in tho sum of 810 with 
costs, S3. 40, which defendant paid.

Five city youths were charged with 
snowballing a Chinaman named Ah Sing 
on Monday last on James Bay Bridge. 

Mr. Courtney appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Mr. Eberts for the defenoo, 

Tho complainant did not know the first 
two of tho lads and the cases were accord- 
ingly dismissed. 

The third one was recognized by the 
Cliinaman as the party who throw snow- 
b.alls at him and who afterwards knocked 
him down. 

Tho complainant described tho assault 
very vigorously in pantomine. He did 
not throw snowballs, nor strike tho boys 
with an umbrella. He lost five dollars, 
but did not charge tho boya with taking 
it. His umbrella was broken by tho boys. 

Officer Miles went with tho complain- 
ant to see defendant on DoWoidorhold's 
wharf. He said that ho was not one of 
them. It was a smaller boy. 

Mr. Eberts submitted that there was 
no case against his client and that ho was 
entitled to a dismissal. 

Tho case was dismissed accordingly. 

Mr. Eberts then applied for coats on 
behalf of tho boys against whom there 
was no charcc. 

Costs not allowed. 

The Chinaman could not identify the 
next party implicated and this charge was 
at once dismissed. 

Tho last boy charged .admitted having 
thrown a snowball at tho complainant. 

His Worship thought that tho boys 
should not have been summoned under 
tho circumstances. 

Superintendent O'Connor atatod that at 
first a charge was macle for stealing 85 by 
the Chinaman ; and in order to clear tho 
boys it was thought beat to summon them. 

His Worship made enquiries respecting 
some of the defendants in this case, and 
remarked that there was certainly a very 
bad loi'of beyiin.this •.ci^vr. >yhen boys 
appeared hetorc him it' ' was his" duty to 
make enquiries with a view to reprimand- 
ing them if necessary. With regard to

Stool 'Wiro for Elootrio Lights. 

[From the London NettK, Sov. 27.1 

If Mr. J. W. Swan, of Nowc.istle-on- 
Tyno, has not solved tho problem of 
domcaticligbting by electrieitj, he has 
apparently come nearer to it than any 
previous inventor. Tho lamps lie ex- 
hibited at tho Institute of Civil Engi- 
neers on Wednesday night seem to 
answer all tlio requiremontsjof the cnRo. 
They are .small, ninnngcnble, and eco- 
nomical, and give a soft yet bril- 
liant light. The one question which 
remains to be solved ia — Will they 
last? This is tho point at which Mr. 
Edison failed ; but jMr. Bwan had ad- 
vanced a.s far m Mr. Edison'.s carboniz- 
ed paper twenty years ago. He now 
uses a carbon whieh he describes as 
being like a piece of fine steel wiro 
which will bear to bo heated in a va- 
cuum to a glowing wliitencsH without 
evaporating. The light thuH produced 
is not strictly an electric light, ns it 
proceeds not from^the electric nrc but 
from the piece of incandescent carbon. 
The electric current, instead of produc- 
ing its own spark, heats this earboa.to 
an intense brillinncy, and the glass in 
which it is inclosed and the wires which 
convey tho current to it are correspond- 
ingly heated. Mr. Edison found that 
the unequal exp.ansioa and contraction 
of the glass and the wires produced 
flaws through which the air got in, 
and consequently tho, heated carbon 
went ofT as a puff of carbonic acid gas. 
Mr. Swan believes that ho has over- 
come this difficulty, but the proof of his 
8UCC0B3 can only be given by time. If 
his lamp will stand tho wear and tear 
of repeated lighting — that is to say, if 
he can keep his vacuum perfect-he will 
havo succeeded at last where all his 
predecesBora havo failed, and donioatic 
lighting by electricity may probably 
soon become general.

About twenty miles north of Magda- 
len Islands are two preuipitous rocky 
islets known as the Bird Rocks, with 
clifl'a either nearly perpendicular or 
over-hanging, and from 120 to 140 feet 
above tho ever-surging; seas at the on- 
trance of the' Gulf of 'St. Lawrence. 
After five years of able advocacv, tho 
Hon. Dr. P. Fortin, M.P., for the'coun- 
ty of Gnspe,inducod the Government of 
tho Dominion of Canada, under the 
Preuiiorshi)) of Sir John Macdonald, to 
connect tho larger rock to the Magda- 
len group, and thence to Capo Breton, 
N. S., by two sub marine electric cables. 
For the more effective establishment of 
the .service, the Canadian Ministry ap- 
pointotl Mr. F. N. Gisborne, C.E., 
whose name ia well known as the first 
practical mover in and originator of 
transatlantic tolegrajjliy, as thoir super- 
intendent of tho telegraph and signal 
service ; tho stoamshij) Nowfield was 
sent to London to be fitted as a cable- 
laying .md repairing ship ; and Mr. Gis- 
borne having mado tho necessary con- 
tracts with the India-rubber, Gutta- 
poi ch and Telegraph Works Companyi 
of Silvertown, on tho Thames, the ves- 
sel, fully equipped, returned to 
tho Oulf of St. Lawrence, and 
conunoncod operations October 16, 
1880. Tho island" of Anticosti 
was within three days successfully 
connected with the mainland at Gasp^; 
and the steamer Nowfield, with Dr. 
Fortin a guest on board, then headed 
for tho bete noir of tho expedition, tho 
much apprehended rock of thegannets 
On October 20, with the weather ex- 
ceptionally fine, tho Nowfield was an- 
chored one-third of a mile distant from 
a clifl' 140 feet high, to and up which 
it v^as noccs.sary to extend tho shore 
end of a cable weighing fifteen tons 
per knot. From tho summit a rather 
fragile-looking rope suspended three 
small ladders at difl'eront altitudes, and 
upon the lower one rested, some twenty 
feet above the surging water8,one of tho 
lighthouse men. A large boat from 
from tho Nowfield, in which sat Messrs. 
Matthew Gray, King, Gisborne, Ripon, 
and Dr. Fortin, then apj)roached tho 
hnman spider on tho cliff sufficiently 
near to bo informed tliat ho had select- 
ed the best and only spot where a ea- 
hie could be landed.' Mr. Gisborne was 
tho first up the ladder, and in duo 
course was followed by tho ponderous 
though powerful doctor, whoso twenty 
stone was a sudiciont proof that tbo 
rungs of the ladder were safe transit 
for nil adventurous foUower.9. Soon a 
wiro rojie was passed from the steamer 
and ma3o fast to a lino from above by 
tho spider man and by it a stout ma- 
nilla rope was drawn up tho cliff and 
passed to a .stc-ainwinch to be followed 
by a line of boats supporting tho weight 
of the electric cable, as near the foot 
of tho clifi"ns practicable. Then came 
the tug of war; tho winch being weak 
required the nB.sistance of falls and 
tacklo until at last, after a twelve 
hours' struggle, tho little breath unex- 
pended announced in husk}' cheers the 
cable safely moorrid to tho base of the 
liglitliou.qo. The steamer finally ran 
out a railo of cable seawards, cut and 
buoyed it; nnd thus was accomplished 
probabh- the most diflicult and danger- 
ous cable landing hitherto eflected by 
tho determination and .ingenuity of 
mnn. — India and the Colonies, London. 

A Clorgyman Shot At. 

As the Rev. Canon Fleming, rector 
of Ballinakill, county Galway, was re- 
turning one evening after performing 
service in a distant part of his parish, a 
determined attempt was made to aij. 
sassinate him. When ho was only a 
quarter of a mile from home two shots 
were fired simultaneously point blank 
at him, from a distance of six or seven 
yards; the other came from a yard or 
two behind. This bullet passed between 
Mr. Fleming nnd his servant who was 
sitting behind hiin. Mr. Fleming 
was driving in a high waggonette 
and at a rapid pace. To these 
facts he owes his life. The first shot 
came so close to his face, that the flash 
blinded liim. It was quite dark at the 
time, and identification of any kind was 
impossible. Mr. Fleming has been 
living in the district for twenty years, 
and was on the best termn with all 
classes until lately, when a spirit of 
sectarian animosity developed, and this 
outrage was the result. Mr. Fleming 
was unharmed, though he had been re- 
peatedly warned by tho authorities 
that ho should not be out after dark 
without weapons, The police found 
the empty cartridge of an Enfield rifle 
where the attack was made.
